TEHRAN, Iran, (AP) — Moslem 
religious leaders in all of Iran’s 
Persian gulf ports have telegraphed 
a 48-hour ultimatum to Premier 
Ahmed Qavam demanding that 
these areas receive the same 
privileges as were given to Azer- 
baijan province in the north, it 
was announced Thursday, Azerbai- 
jan province has gained  semi- 
autonomy from the central Iran- 
ian government. 

Premier Ahmed Qavam was Tre- 
ported to have promised to look inte 
the Moslems demands. 

Meanwhile unrest among southern 
Iranian tribes was reported to have 
spread from Fars to the neighbor- 
ing vrovince of Kerman, with from 
2,000,000 to 3,000,000 Kermanshan 
tribesmen united in demands upon 
the central government. 


Explosives Plant 
Blast Kills Three 


VICTORIA, B. C., (CP)—Cause 
of a $50,000 blast which 
three men and injured 
‘Thursday at the Canadian Indust- 
ries, Ltd., explosive plant on James 
island, 14 miles north of Victoria, 
may never be known, company 
officials said ‘Thursday. 


Plant Superintendent J. S. That- 


cher said an investigation would 
be conducted, but suggested the 
cause may not be known because 


nobody in the building destroyed 
by the explosion survived.

Injuries Are Slight 

Injuries of Bowker and Wright 
are reported as slight. They were 
struck by flying glass and debris. 
Both were several hundred feet 
distant from the gelatin cartridge- 
house when it was blowr. to bits. 

The explosion, felt in Sydney 
about five miles distant, immedi- 
ately brought aid from Sidney 
and the R. C. A. F, station at 
Patricia Bay. 

A huge column of smoke, which 
some eye-Witnesses said mushroom- 
ed out like the blast column of the 
atomic bomb, rose over James bay 
following the explosion. The smoke 
was chiefly caused by fire in gorse 
near the gelatin plant started 
by the explosion. Other plant build- 
ings were rocked but not damaged. 

Believe Dynamite Cause 

The James island plant was & 
key munition manufacturing cen- 
tre during the war and has been 
used since for the manufacture of 
commercial explosives. 

It is believed that 1,500 pounds 
of dynamite being loaded into par- 
affin paper cartridges for use in 
blowing stumps and for other in- 
dustrial uses blew up the building. 

Around the spot where the struc- 
ture stood nothing remains but 
charred wood fragments and heavy 
machinery. The ground is blacken- 
ed 100 yards from the blast centre.

Leaving Athens 


* ATHENS, 


(CP)—King George II 
of Greece returned to his homeland 
Friday after an exile in Britain 
which began with the German in- 
vasion of 1941 

Meanwhile, British troops were 
withdrawing, as had been promised, 
from Athens to the interior of the 
troubled country. It Was expected 
British forces in Greece would be 
reduced somewhat in the near fu- 
ture but there was no indication 
the British troops would be re- 
called from the country. 

King George, twice-exiled, land- 
ed at Elevsis, 12 miles northwest of 
Athens, after flying from London. 
He left by motor 
Greek warship in Salamis bay. He 
presumably planned to spend the 
night aboard a destroyer and make 


his formal entry into Athens Sat- 
urday. 
Press dispatches from ‘Trikkala, 


Thessaly, reported the arrest of 70 
soldiers and two officers on charges 
of trying to seize military head- 
quarters.

Sees U. S. Stable 
In Foreign Policy 


PARIS, (AP)— State Secretary 
Byrnes declared Thursday nighi 
that President Truman's recent 


foreign policy statement gives “as- 
suralice to the world” of the stabil- 
ity in the policy to be followed by 
the United States. 

The president's statement backed 
Mr. Byrnes’ policies and ousted 
Henry Wallace as secretary of com- 
merce. It climaxed a chain of events 
which began Sept. 12 when Wallace 
made a speech attacking the pre- 
sent American policy. 

My. Byrnes, in his first formal 
pronouncment since the original 
Wallace speech, told a press conter- 
ence 

“The statement of the president 
that the American foreign policy 1s 
whole-heartedly supported by him 
and that he contemplates no change 
in tnat policy is most reassuring. 

“Tne fact is that that policy 1s 
a bi-partisan policy, and because 1t| 
is supported by Democrats and Re- 
publicans, it is assurance to the 
world that regardless of which 
parcy is in power, the United States 
is foing to stand by the policy he 
(the president) has followed and us 


| following today. 


“The president indicated that 
when there is any change in that 
policy it would only be changed after 
discussion and conference among 


| the president, the secretary of state 


and congressional leaders.”

CALGARY.— Bulk of the burden 
in shouldering financial losses oc- 
casioned by Alberta's 21-day-old 
farm produce withholding strike 1s 
pressing upon a progressively 
smaUer number of northern farm 
operators who under normal con- 
ditions substantially supplement 
theix own maintenance by market- 
ing perishable produce such a5 


| milk, cream, eggs and butter. This 
{is the opinion of southern Alberta 
| farmers and business men. 


Since Thursday's announcement 
of the federal government's reply 
to the Alberta Farmers’ Union, which 
demanded immediate establishment 
of an already existent fact-finding 


boare to determine farm parity 
prices, there has been a sharp 
switch of farmer opinion whica 


was originally in support of the 
strike. 

As one southern rancher described 
it, ‘For those who started and con- 
tinue to support the strike it will 
mean financial curtains for them in 
the end.” 

Reasons given for this opinion 
vary. Some believe the strike has 
gained an insupportable magnitude 
by linking it with Saskatchewan. 

It is claimed this conveys the im- 
pression that a majority of farmers 
in both provinces are participating, 
while actually only a small fraction 
of the “30,000” (claimed in Saskat- 
chewen) have shown active sym- 
pathy with the small militant sec- 
tion of the A.F.U.’s 20,000 members.

Tantalum Plant 
City Possibility 


Establishment of a refinery in 
Edmonton for processing of tanta- 
lum from Yellowknife mining field 
appeared nearer realization this 
week.

NEW DELHI, 
Jawaharlal Nehru, member for ex- 
ternal affairs in the new interim 
government of India, Thursday out- 
lined to a press conference his 
country’s aspirations as a sovereign 
state, 

Mr. Nehru. whe also is vice-presi- 
det in the interim administration, 
said India would avoid power poli- 
tics and would claim fuller diplo- 
matic representation with ambas- 
sadors to the great powers.

“Often enough we shall inform 
his majesty’s government (in Lon- 
don) of what we have done, but 
the point is that the direction and 
advice will go from here and not 
from the foreign office in London,” 
he said. 

“Ultimately our representative in 
London, whether he is called am- 
bassador or by whatever designa- 
tion, will deal with India’s relations 
with England directly. The India 
office is bound to be liquidated 
anyhow.”

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y. (CP)—

Protesting Policy — 
On Grain Sales 


WINNIPEG, (CP) — Stanley N. 
Jones, president of the Winnipeg 
grain exchange, Thursday wired 
Federal Agriculture Minister Gard- 
iner asking that “consideration be 
given to the interest of the pro- 
ducers of feed grains, oats and bar- 
ley, which now, under the present 
price ceiling policy of the govern- 
ment, are restricted to a price level 
from 29 to 66 cents a bushel under. 
prevailing market values in other 
countries.” 

The wire said this consideration 
was being urged “in view of reports 
that further contracts with the 
United Kingdom for sale of meat 
products are pending.” 

“Sales of meat products at or 
near former contract prices would 
compel the government to continue 
present low domestic ceiling prices 
and restriction of exports, thus 
continuing the present loss accru- 
ing to farmers in western Canada. | 
We protest the continuance of a 
sales policy which would perpetuate 
this situation,” the grain exchange 
president's telegram said.

Ask Impartiality 
In Labor Branch 


TORONTO, (CP)—Return of the 
dominion department of labor “to 
a basis of impartiality and objec- 
tivity,” was asked Friday in a reso- 
| lution adopted by the sixth regular 
convention of the Canadian Con- 
gress of Labor 

The resolution was a substitute 
for three others calling for re- 
moval of Labor Minister Mitchell 

H. A. Chapell of Winnipeg, chair- 
man of the resolutions committee 
said the committee did not think 
the C.C.L. “should indulge in per- 
sonalities.” 


The C.C.L. expressed belief the 
department had acted “in such & 


way as can be construed as showing | 


partiality toward the employers’ 


point of view.” 


The congress also demanded that 
the dominion government “amend 
the national housing act to provide 
for government-subsidized, low- 
rental housing to meet the needs 
of one-third of our population at 
present living in overcrowded, con- 
demned, unsanitary dwellings.” 


If royalties on the Bible were 
made available, there would be ade- 
quate funds to take Jewish refugees 
to Palestine, the congress was told 
as it adopted a resolution urging 
the British government to allow 
free Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine. The statement was made by 
A C, Stein, Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, Toronto. 

Gerry Culhane, British Columbia 
Federation, Vancouver, urged im- 
migration of Jews into any country 
where they wished to live, “and into 
Canada to live among us.” 


Will Reorganize

Hopes for Peace Revived 


In Stalin’s Recent Speech

NEW YORK, (NANA)—-Premier 
Josef Stalin's response to Alexand- 
er Werth's questions revives” the 
hope for peace in the world. His 
clear and unequivocal declaration 
that he “unconditionally believes” 


in the possibility of “friendly and | 


lasting co-operation of the Soviet 
Union with the western 
racies” is the essence of his state- 
ment. His repudiation of the “dan- 
ger of a new war,” of the threat 
of “capitalistic encirclement,” and 
of the idea of utilizing Germany 
“as a weapon against western Eur- 
ope and the United Stafes” gives 
substance to this declaration, 

If these words mean what they 
| say, there has occurred a profound 
| change in Soviet policy since the 
| first of the year. In a radio broad- 

cast from Moscow on Feb, 9, 1946, 
Premier Stalin seemed to reaffirm 
the harsh Marxian doctrine that 
“Communism” and “Capitalism 
cannot live side by side in peace. 
Among other things, he stated the 
late war “arose in reality as the 
inevitable result of the develop- 
ment of the world economic and 
political forces on the basis of 
monopoly capitalism.” 

The peoples and statesmen of the 
west naturally interpreted this 
authoritative utterance as an out- 
right rejection of the policy of en- 
during collaboration, And Soviet 
foreign policy during the interven- 
ing months has appeared to 
port such an interpretation. 

Compares To High Command 

This is all very confusing to the 
American and Canadian mind. But 
it becomes less confusing when one 

rstands the Soviet system. At 
art of that system is the pol- 
itburo of 11 members, comparable 
to the high command of an army, 
which is capable at any moment 
and wihout public debate of chan- 
ging or even reversing the most 
crucial elements of either domestic 
or foreign policy. Also, like the 
high command of an army, it al- 
va has not just one plan, but 
several or many plans designed to 
meet all probable eventualities. If 
one plan fails, it is abandoned and 
another is tried. 

Something like this happened 

with dire consequences to the en- 
tire world in August, 1939. The 
Soviets, with Maxim Litvinov as 
their spokesman, had advocated 
collective security from the middle 
thirties on. But this writer, when 
in Moscow in 1936, decided that a 
Soviet-Nazi pact was possible. On 
| November 10 that year, Litvinov, 
on the occasion of receiving the 
order of Lenin, made a speech re- 
viewing Soviet foreign policy from 
the revolution down to that time. 
| Concluding with an appeal to the 
} west to collaorate in a genuine pro- 
}gram of collective security, he 
warned that, “It is a question, not 
of the isolation of the USS.R., 
but of the isolation of the other 
countries of Europe.” When the 
policy of collective security failed, 
Litivinov, who had been identified 
with, that policy, was replaced by 
Molotov. The result was war.

JERUSALEM, (AP) Gazelle 
boys—they eat grass, run 50 miles 
an hour and speak only the lang- 
uage of their foster parents—are 
enlivening this year’s silly season 
in the Middle East. 

First reported in Trans-Jordan 
six weeks ago, the gazelle boys now 
number five. Each story is a little 
better than the last one. 

The original report was that 
jthree hunters seeking the gazelle 
lan antelope with large, friendly 
eyes, had found a 14-year-old boy 
| living with a herd. They gave chase 
in a car going 50 miles an_ hour, 
captured the boy and took him to 
a hospital where he would eat noth- 
ing but grass and mumbled in- 


articulately. The story was told in 
Palestine and Trans-Jordan bars 
and found its way into print. 

Later it was learned the boy was 
the son of a Bedouin family living 
in the neighborhood and was men- 
tally deficient. He is now in a hos- 
pital. He doesn’t eat grass. 

The other gazelle boys  subse- 
quently turned up in Trans-Jordan, 
Iraq, Syria and Lebanon. One, the 
wags say, is being trained by oil 
companies to do a 50-mile-an-hour 
pipeline patrol.

“The agent that may carry the 
polio virus and transmit it to 
human beings has not yet been 
found. No tangible evidence has 
been uncovered to incriminate flies, 
mosquitoes or animal agents. On 
occasions scientists have discover- 
ed that flies trapped in epidemic 
areas carry the virus of polio but 
they have not been able to link 
a polio-laden fly with an actual 
case of human polio, It may be 
| possible for flies or other insects 
to be incriminated more definitely, 
but at the present time scientists 
believe that the disease is more 
| likely passed by intimate person- 
to-person contact,”
